This nighty man of valor 
was so steadfast in faith that 
he managed to so stamp his 
teaching on the battle fields 
that even since his death he 
has been stirring up the peo- 
ple by constantly  aftirming 
that “‘We have not followed 
eunningly devised _ fables, 
when we made known unto 
you the power and coming of 
our Lord Jesus Christ,’’ He 
showed the necessity of being 
established in the — then 
present truth. 

This is a time for those who 
expect to prove themselves 
‘true blue’ veterans of the 
cross to press steacily forward.

If men of other ages could 
afford to die on the battle 
field to maintain the truth, is 
it any less honorable now to 
stand firmly for that same 
truth while friends at our 
right and left are surrendering 
or showing signs of weakness? 
Daniel purposed in his heart 
that he would be true to God. 
He was going to stand if he 
had to stand alone. He 
could die, but he would not 
surrender. The Hebrew 
children could be hurled into 
a mass of flaming fire, but 
they would not deny their 
God. Thousands have suf- 
fered untold tortures, but 
would not surrender their 
faith in a bleeding crucified 
Savior. While one would 
bravely diefor the truth an- 
other would step into his 
tracks and declare the very 
same truth for which the other 
one gave his life. 

In these days of mighty 
conflicts are we going to 
prove ourselves any less cap- 
able and valient than our 
predecessors? Are we going 
to become weak and fearful? 
Are we goingto slink off of 
the battle field as cowards be- 
cause we are few? Did the 
apostles give up because they 
were few? Did Martin 
Luther give up because he was 
fought by the whole Roman 
higherarchy? Did he sur- 
render the principle he had 
discovered as he perused the 
sacred truth? ‘“Therefore 
being justified by  faith’’ 
stood out as a principle and 
this sainted reformer stood by 
it. Did John Wesley faint 
and give way on the doctrine 
of sanctification as a definite 
work of grace wrought in the 
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heart subsequent to justifica- 
tion by faith just because he 
was opposed by Count Zin- 
zindorf and a host of others? 
Now is a time for boldness. 
This is a time fora manifesta- 
tion of true manhood. This 
is a time to press steadily for- 
ward with true courage and 
unabated energy and zeal. 

Pentecostal people are in a 
whirl. Thestorm is on. The 
waves of doubt and fear are 
rolling high. Many are be- 
coming bewildered because of 
the bewildered conditions of 
others. Conventions are be- 
ing held to consider questions 
and arrange for union.  Fac- 
tions are vieing each other — 
striving for mastery — afraid 
of each other. Pentecostal 
papers have been published 
representing associations that 
never have existed. Doing 
the very thing that Paul said 
he did not do— heating the 
air. One faction holds a 
meeting and reports great 
things through the press and 
otherwise. Another follows 
close on the heels _ of 
that one to investigate and 
reports that the other reports 
are greatly exaggerated and 
untrue. 

Such things are enough to 
bewilder any one who is un- 
settled and not established. 
Those who are settled and 
established are looking on 
with pity as they see the 
flounderings of many precious 
God-fearing children of God. 
But those who are looking 
on are unable to lend assist- 
ance just yet. 

A story is told of a woman 
who was drowning and her 
son was trying to assist her. 
She was floundering and 






scrambling. He cried out to 
her to be quiet and he would 
save her, but if she would 
not she would drown both of 
them. She gave no heed to 
his instructions, but finally 
clinched him in such a way 
that he was unable to help 
himself any more and down 
they both went never to rise 
again. Try to help those who 
are Houndering about now and 
both will go down. 

Follow the example of the 
Indian’s story is all we can 
do. He built a circle of fire 


and put a worm in the midst. 


The worm ran every direction 
around and around, but find- 
ing no way out and the fire 
hot he finally got right in the 
center and became perfectly 
still. The moment he got 
quiet the Indian reached over 
and picked up the little worm 
and helped him out. 

Another story of a shepherd 
and one of his sheep. In for- 
aging about one sheep had 
discovered a beautiful spot of 
grass a little ways down the 


mountain supported by a 
ledge of rock that hung out 
over the chasm below. It 


only had to jump down a few 
feet, but when it got down, 
the wall of rock being perpen- 
dicular, it could not climb up 
again. ‘The shepherd missed 
his sheep and on searching 
found it there. It was strong 
and grazing greedily. To 
undertake to get it up would 
no doubt cause it to leap from 
the little ledge where it was 
grazing which would mean 


sudden death and the loss of 
the sheep. The wise shepherd 
let it remain right there un- 
til it had eaten all the grass 
and had become so starved 
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and weak that it finally laid 
down apparently todie. The 
shepherd saw his opportunity 
and by means of his shep- 
herd’s-crook lifted the starved 
sheep to the plateau above 
and began to administer to its 
needs and nursed it back to 
vigor and strength. 

The application needs no 
explanation. The precious 
people who are floundering 
around will have to get 
through with their flounder- 
ing, having exhausted their 
strength, before they can be 
lifted out into broad rivers 
and plains. 

The prophet Isaiah looking 
down the steeps of time saw 
them in their bewildered un- 
settled condition and as if to 
call special attention to them 
he said ‘‘Behold, they shall 
surely gather together, but 
not by me.’’ Again he looks 
and he catches a glimpse of 
another movement and _ cries 
out as if in an attitude of sur- 
prise mingled with joy: **Lift 
up thine eyes round about, 
and see; all they gather them- 
selves together, they come to 
thee.”’ About 100° years 
later Ezekiel describes a gath- 
ering together of those who 
had been scattered during the 
cloudy and dark day and 
shows that they will he 
brought into the place pre- 
pared forthem by the Lord. 
And Jesus during His minis- 
try declared, **There shail be 
one fold and one Shepherd.”’ 
These Scriptures and others 
teach that the time will come 
when those who are now be- 
wildered and _ floundering 
around in an unsettled state, if 
they live and do not leap over 
the precipice ofskepticism and 


and infidelity, will be gathered 
into the same fold with those 
who aresettled and established 
now, 

Welcome! Welcome! but 
they must be transformed by 
the renewing of their minds 
and their theories and false 
teaching drowned in the sea 
of forgetfulness, never to come 
to life again.

When God would inaugurate any 
plan, teach the people any new de- 
sign of His will, He raises up men 
on whom He puts the task of teach- 
ing and leading the people into His 
ways. Moses, John the Baptist, 
and the Apostles were among those 
thus used. 

In the present day, the preachers, 
God’s Ministers are those on whom 
the task of teaching and leading 
men into the fulness of the gospel 
rests, as they go forward the whole 
work of the gospel will go forward, 
as they become lifeless, and fail to 
come up to God’s requirements, the 
whole work will suffer. We quote 
the following from a spiritual writer.

We have 
read them until we are perfectly 
disgusted with such sham holiness, 
We ask, can one wonder at such 
hollow testimonies, when so many 
holiness (?) teachers are doing 
shoddy work? Like begets like. 

These men say they let the Holy 
(host show the people in regard to 
dress, masonry, tobacco «ec. Now 
if itis right to leave to the Holy 
Ghost the work of showing the peo- 
ple these sins, it is equally right to 
jet the Holy Ghost preach pardon 
and holiness. 

Paul says “‘I have not shunned to 





declare unto yout 
of God.’’ Both h d Peter did 
show the people in Sard to pride 
in dress, and many @ther popular 
sins So willevery true ambassador 
of the cross. 

There is no question but the 
majority of the so-called preachers 
of today, do shun to declare the 
whole counsel of God. 

What a fearful account they shall 
have to give at the judgement. 

This same writer continues, ‘‘The 
reason why these compromising 
preachers avoid the work of expos- 
ing the sins of the people, is be- 
cause they are afraid of hurting the 
feelings of the people and of stir- 
ring the devil in those guilty of 
these practices, and in many cases, 
to expose these things would be to 
expose themselves.” O, what such 
men need is a thorough work of 
salvation in their own souls. This 
would effectually cure them of daub- 
ing with untempered mortar. ‘‘Cur- 
sed be he that doeth the work of the 
Lord deceitfully, and cursed be he 
that keepeth back his sword from 
blood.”

See Jer, 1:10,17, 19. They feared 
not to proclaim all that God eom- 
manded them. Evil-doers of all 
kinds were in league against them, 
but the mighty God continually 
gave them the victory.

They are continually  peopling 
the realms of night; and whenever 
they follow the poor souls they have 
destroyed, hell shall be moved from 
beneath te meet them at their com- 
ing.’ How true this is.
